REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Given the Judgment - Rule 662, mailed 6/8/04, the instant application has been awarded priority against 
junior party Hart et al.'s U.S. Patent No. 5,620,687. 

The instant claims drawn to methods of treating PDGF-mediated diseases and conditions with PDGF 
receptor beta-specific antibodies appear to be free of the prior art. Accordingly the pending claims are 
deemed allowable.
